A visibly angry Bruno told the audience of parents 
and schoo! personnel, “We met with Caba today when 
he informed us of the cut. | haven‘t recovered yet.” 

“\ just hope between now and the time Caba submits 
this budget to the council on May 2nd, the recommen- 
dation for our schools takes a change for the better,’’ 
Bruno added 

Should Caba stand by his recommendation for the 
cut, it will mark the first time since the coun- 
cilimanager government’s inception that a town 
manager has cut the school budget without the concur- 
rance of the Schoo! Committee. 


Caba would only state that the town is awaiting 
word on additional state aid which would reduce any 
proposed cuts in the school budget. 


Confirmation Flap 
Going To Court 
After TC Vote

Agawam Town Council voted to pursue its ability to 
confirm department head appointments by Town 
Manager Edward A. Caba by seeking a declaratory 
judgement in Hampden Superior Court. The vote came 
at a special meeting Monday night called by Council 
President Donald M. Rheault following Caba’s refusal 
to bring his appointments to the council for confirma- 
tion. \ 

Though the council voted to confirm the manager's 
appointments in a close, 8-7 vote in March, Caba has 
said publicly he will not bring his latest administrative 
appointment, Roy Bishop to the position of town 
assessor, up for council approval. 

Following Legal Advice 

Caba said he made the decision following advice 
from Town Solicitor Lambert Ollari, and, “On the 
strength of three legal opinions.” : 

Ollari has maintained that the town charter gives the 
manager the sole authority over appointments. He said 
council confirmation of appointments would conflict 
with the charter’s intent. : 

Councilor Jack Shaughnessy, however, originally 
brought the matter before the council, citing state law 
which grants a legislative body the right to confirm ex- 
ecutive appointments once the legislative body votes 
itself that authority.

Officials Blast Caba

Rumors throughout town last week indicated Caba 
might deal a substantial cut to the school budget. 
Several active parent-teacher orgazations (P.T.Q) from 
the various schools have prepared petitions to en- 
courage town officials to leave the budget intact. 

Elementary P.T.O. member Rene Piccoli attended 
the hearing with petitions and said she would disperse 
them throughout all Agawam schools. The petitions 
will be given to students to bring home. 

“We can only hope that parents of students will ex- 
press their concerns to their councilors and town 
manager. We want them to actively pursue signatures 
for the petition,” Mrs. Piccoli. 

Mrs, Piccoli-saidsshé would submit the petitions to 
TAver Gouncit during the council’s:ybudget process. 

Associate Superintendent of Schools Donald Charest 
noted that the budget, as approved by.the Scnool Com- 
mittee, would cause no increase in.the town’s share of 
property taxes as additional state aid equaled the 
$600,000 proposed increase for fiscal 1985. 

Charest went on to argue, “Five years of spending 
caps have.taken-a toll on the school system.” 

Charest said Agawam incurred a per pupil cost of 
$1,972 while the state average held at $2,601 per 
pupil. He said the average per pupil for communities in 
Agawam’s collaborative was $2,449 per pupil. 

In his report, Charest displayed a breakdown of the 
collaborative communities, which include West Spr- 
ingfield, East Longmeadow, Longmeadow, Ludlow, 
Wilbraham, Southwick, and Agawam, showing this 
town with the lowest per pupil cost in the group for 
special education, teachers, administration, and 
guidance councilors. 

In the other two categories, textbook and athletics, 
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Agawam was fourth and second lowest, respectively, 
in per pupil costs. 

It's great to lead the way in keeping down expenses 
but this is too much - it’s hurt us in virtually every 
school category,’” said Charest. 

Bruno added to Charest’s findings, ‘We've put a 
budget together to educate children; our budget must 
survive, intact.” 

Just Holding The Fort 

Bruno further stated, ‘For five years we've been try- 
ing to hold onto what we have. We Haven't beer: able 
to initiate new programs. Our goals to reduce class size 
haven't been accomplishediand some educational pro- 
grams-have been discontinued for tack of funds.” 


School Committee Chairwoman Roberta Doering ex- 
pressed dismay with Caba’s plan to cut the schoo! 
budget: She* said renewed. funding in. the proposed 
school budget:for such items as field trips, athletic and 
band trahsportation, equipment for gifted studies, and 
cultural $tudies would have to be “carefully scrutiniz 
ed’ if the cut took place 

Town Council will have 45 days to review Caba’s 
proposed budget which it should receive by May 2nd 


The council has the right to approve. or reduce 
Caba’‘s budget request by a two-thirds vote. 

The council may also have the right by state law to 
increase the budget by a process requiring two, 
separate two-thirds votes as a form of veto. 


Whether or not these statutes apply to Agawam's 
town charter has not been definitively established. The 
council has only discussed, but has never atternpted, 
to use the statutes for a budget override.

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Plans Formulating 
For Danahy School 


The Agawam Housing Authority is pleased to have 
been awarded a $1,050,000 grant from the state Ex- 
ecutive Office of Communities and Development to 
develop the Katherine Danahy School building into 
elderly housing units and also a $420,000 grant for 
seven units of family 3-bedroom housing to be built on 
the same site in conjunction with the elderly units. 

' Plans To Go Out For Bid This Summer 

The architectural firm of Vitols Associates from 
Boston is in the process of drawing up the plans and 
specifications. When the plans are completed and 
have gone through the proper town and state depart- 
ments, it will go out to bid this summer, according to 
officials. 

It may be possible, barring any complications, that 
construction could begin later this year, Frank 
Chriscola, “Agawam Housing Authority chairman, 
said. 

Present plans call for 40 units of elderly housing 
which are to include two handicapped units designed 
for wheelchairs and ten congregate units. Congregate 
units are a new concept in the state and are designed 
especially for the frail elderly. 

Each unit will consist of a private bedroom and 
residents will share other living spaces and daily ac- 
tivities. Plans for the family units are for three “ 
buildings of duplexes and one unit for a family with a 
handicapped member. 

The local Housing Authority is accepting applica- 
tions for both elderly units (65 years of age and over) 
and family units. Anyone who is presently on the 
waiting list does not have to re-apply. 

Advisory Committee To Serve Residents 

A five-member advisory committee meets with the 
Housing Authority whenever the. development is 
discussed. 

They serve the Housing Authority in an advisory 
capacity and will serve the North Agawam area 
residents in the same capacity. Area residents may 
make their concerns or suggestions known to these 
people who in turn will keep the Housing Authority in- 
formed. A 

Serving on this committee are Herman Mutti, Ray- 
mond Girotti, James Barry, Fr. Joseph Fellin of St. An- 
thony’s Church and Sam Provo.

Several councilors expressed displeasure with 
Caba’s refusal to conform to the council vote for con- 
firmation without first seeking a court judgement to 
prove the council did not have that authority. 

Councilor Andrew Gallano, however, defended 
Caba’s actions, and said it was the council’s respon- 
sibility to take the matter to court to prove it does have 
the confirmation right. 

Gallano went on to state that because Ollari feels 
the council action was wrong, he has disqualified 
himself from representing the council on the matter. 
Gallano then moved for Ollari to appoint an attorney 
to represent the council in court. 

Amended Motion i 

Councilor Peter Longo, however, altered Gallano’s 
motion to allow Rheault to work with Ollari in choos- 
ing a legal firm for the council. 

Expressing disgust with the council's vote to take the 
matter to court, Councilor Alfred Trehey said, “‘It’s a 
sad day for the Agawam taxpayer when the council 
decides to spend more tax dollars for lawyers after 
they've fallen on their face twice in the courtroom.” 

Trehey said he was referring to the aborted council 
attempts to fire Town Engineer Michael Suprenant last 
summer and suspended, with the intent to fire, Caba in 
February. 

,Both actions went to Hampden County Superior 
Court before the council reversed its initial decisions. 

Councilors Paul Paleologopoulos and Frederick Nar- 
di joined Trehey in dissent against the council seeking 
a declaratory judgement from the courts. 

However, twelve councilors voted in favor, including 
Paul Trimboli, Neil Blatt, Edward Borgatti, Philip 
DeForge, Mario DeLucchi, Daniel Lacienski, Thomas 
Locke, Dorothy Nelsen, Rheault, Gallano, Longo, and 
Shaughnessy.

unanticipated questions can be answered over the 
telephone, however, on-site assistance is available if 
necessary.

To Lacienski Comments 


To The Editor: 

| would like to respond to Town Councilor Daniel La- 
cienski’s concern about teachers being paid over $20 
per hour as expressed in the Agawam Advertiser April 
12th, 1984. 

In your calculation, Mr. Lacienski, did you go 
beyond the contract (185 days at 6% hours per day) 
and include the ten hours preparation and correcting 
time most teachers put in in addition to the normal 
school week? 

Did you include the time spent in required and volun- 
tary courses most teachers take in order to be better 
teachers? What about the time spent in parent con- 
ferences, parents nights, writing letters of recommen- 
dation, extra help, etc.? 

Have you calculated out-of-pocket expenses that in- 
clude courses, fees, books, additional classroom sup- 
plies and motivational materials? 

Apparently, you do not think teachers are worth $20 
per hour (which they do not receive). Where can you 
find someone who teaches a child or youth to learn 
how to function as a responsible citizen, future parent 
and wage earner, and is required to provide all the 
skills necessary for the unforeseeable future for less 
than $1 per hour per child? (25 students per class - 180, 
6¥% hours day).

Swing Shift: A Thoughtful Movie 
About Change and Relationships 


Advertisements for movies are sometimes 
misleading. For example, the previews for Goldie 
Hawn‘s latest film, Swing Shift, make it look like a 
rehash of Private Benjamin. Upon seeing the picture, 
however, | realized that its ads didn’t do justice to the 
subject matter. 

Set in California during World War Il, Swing Shift 
deals with a young woman, Kay Walsh (Hawn), who 
goes to work at an airplane plant after her husband (Ed 
Harris) joins the Navy. Kay knows that her spouse 
frowns upon her getting a job outside the home, but 
since he’s now overseas, she wants to occupy her time 
by doing something useful. 

On the 4 p.m. to midnight shift, Kay learns the ropes 
of factory work and eventually gains the respect of her 
chauvinistic male co-workers. But there’s one man who 
gives her more admiration than she wants. 

Lucky Lockhart (Kurt Russell) is a supervisor at the 


trumpeter; in the meantime, he has to be content with 
playing his instrument at local honky-tonks. Although 
this young man knows Kay is married, he continues to 
ask her for a date until, months later, she says yes. 
Relationship Becomes Intimate 

Despite her feelings of guilt, Kay enjoys Lucky's 
company so much that their relationship becomes in- 
timate. Nonetheless, she doesn’t intend to make her af- 
fair a permanent thing because her love for her hus- 
band hasn’t waned since he went into the Navy. But 
when the unsuspecting sailor comes home for a sur- 
pase visit, Kay happens to be at a get-together with 
Lucky. 

Swing Shift is a low-key, slice-of-life comdey drama 
that tells its simple story beautifully. Director Jonathan 
Demme (Melvin and Howard) paints such a realistic por- 
trait of middle-class people that we can identify with 
their conflicts and emotions. In the hands of a lesser 
filmmaker, this picture would have turned into a totally 
| predictable and sentimental melodrama.

The best kind of movie is that in which the 
characters undergo some change, and Swing Shift also 
works on this level. The film spans the entire World 
War II era, and we see how Kk 1y Walsh grows as a 
human being. 

Her shyness gives way to a self-assurance that 
enables her to deal with her problems in, for the most 
part, a mature fashion. In the case of another 
character, Kay's friend and co-worker Hazel (Christine 
Lahti), a cynical attitude towards men changes with 
the help of an old flame‘s (Fred Ward) undying affec- 
tion. 

Can Be Regarded As A Feminist Picture 

Swing Shift can be regarded as a feminist picture 
because it pays tribute to women who performed men’s 
jobs before the words ‘‘women’s lib’’ became a 
household expression. 

The females who worked in factories during the early 
1940's were replaced by ex-servicemen once the war 
ended, but they proved that women could do the work 
just as well as men and made an invaluable contribu- 
tion to the war effort. Seeing this movie's treatment of 


homage to America’s first astronauts. 

Although she’s approaching 40 and the years are 
starting to show on her face, Hawn is still able to por- 
tray young women who haven't grown up emotionally. 
She also proves that her dramatic skills equal her com- 
edic talents by making us experience her character's 
loneliness.

Where can a fast-paced and exciting sport be found 
that combines roller skates with a soccer ball? Right 
here in Agawam, that’s where. 

The popular Rollaway Skating Rink at 1756 Main 
Street, (just beyond Riverside Park) is offering one of 
the fastest growing sports in America to boys and girls, 
ages 8 and up. Owners and operators of the Rollaway, 
Susan Maiolo and her son, David, introduced rollersoc- 
cer as an alternative and added attraction to the facili- 


ty. 
Safe and Competitive i 

“We offer a safe and competitive new edge to roller 
skating by combining it with the game of soccer,” said 
Mrs. Maiolo. ‘The kids who are involved in it now real- 
ly enjoy the challenge of being on roller skates while 
trying to move a soccer ball up and down the rink.” 

Mrs. Maiolo said she and her son attended a conven- 
tion of roller skating owners in Las Vegas last May and 
got the idea from that session. “We heard about roller- 
soccer and decided to try it. Right now we're the only 
pe skating facility in the northeast to offer it,’ David 
said. 

Initially, interest in the new sport at the Rollaway 
was low, mainly because parents were wary of how 
safe it was. Only seven kids turned out for the first 
night last September. But, by early October, the word 
spread that thé sport was not to be confused with 
“Roller Derby’’ or ‘‘Rollerball,’’ which was introduced 
several years ago in a futuristic movie. 60 kids now 
participate in the Rollaway program. 

Of course, “Rollerball” remains just that, a fantasy 
of someone’s mind. 

Rollersoccer is govern- 
ed by the National Roller- 
soccer Association and 
the Rollaway strictly en- 





rules are especially en- 
forced. Each participant 
must wear helmets, shin 
guards, and elbow and 
knee pads. 

“We really emphasize 
the safety aspect, 
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forces its rules. The safety “ 





because that’s our primary concern,’’ said Mrs. Maiolo. 
"The other rule we strictly enforce is that each partici- 
pant play at least one quarter of every game.” 

She added, ‘We want to make sure everyone gets a 
fair share at participating. 

Rollersoccer is played with at least six to eight 
players per side, depending on the size of the rink. 
There are four eight-minute periods. The rules are 
essentially the same as in soccer, with several 
modifications, ~ 

Common rules such as free kicks, penalty kicks, in- 
direct kicks, and scoring into the goal are all found in 
rollersoccer. 

Vinyl-Covered Ball 

The ball is vinyl-covered foam (nerf-type) and is no 
larger than nine inches. 

A 10-game schedule (beginning in mid-January) 
recently concluded at the Rollaway. The teams are all 
co-ed. The Wildcats, which featured players ranging 
from age 8 to 20, captured the crown. 

Anew, 10-game schedule has begun with the league 
being expanded to 10 teams. 

“Our participation has steadily increased since the 
first 10-game season concluded. We hope that by next 
October we will have enough for two different groups, 
aged 8-14 and 14-and-up,’” David said. 

According to the Maiolos, a person should have . 
good roller skating ability. in order to participate, in- 
cluding control of forward and backwards movement. 
They should also have an idea about the rules of soc- 
cer. “Most of all, they should be ready for a great 
time,’’ said David. 

A $10 fee is required for each person to play. The 
Maiolos said that in the future, area businesses may be 
solicited to sponsor teams to help defray operating. 
costs. Presently, one team has a sponsor. 

“We want to keep the kids interested in roller skating 
and we're willing to try new ideas such as this,’ said 
Mrs. Maiolo. ‘‘We’re very pleased that the interest is 
growing and encourage anyone interested in learning 
more about it to come and watch a game,” she added. 

The Rollaway Rink also features activities such as 
figure and dance club skating, speed club skating, and 
rollerhockey.

The regiment, 
composed of Black National 
Guardsmen, was_ redesig- 
nated as the 370th Infantry 
in 1917. It arrived in France 
in April 1918, when it, 


along with two other Black 
National Guard regiments, 
became the only American 
units attached to the French 
Army in World War I.

On June 21, 1918, the 
370th Infantry was placed 
on the front line. Members 
of the 370th received 21 
Distinguished Service 
Crosses and 68 Croix de 
Guerre during that time. The 
gallant unit will always be 
remembered, 

A more recent moment in 
American history that will 
be remembered is the an- 
nouncement by the Army 
of the formation of a new 
Army National Guard Mech- 
anized Division. The new di- 
vision, the 35th Infantry Di- 
vision (Mechanized), will be 


the ninth Army National 


Guard combat division, in- 
creasing the number of 
Army combat divisions to 
25. 

The division flag is pro- 
grammed for activation in 
September 1984, and will 
be located at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas. The majori- 
ty of the division’s force 
structure will be comprised 
of units from Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Missouri and Ken- 
tucky, including the maneu- 
ver brigades located in Kan- 
sas (69th), Nebraska (67th), 
and Kentucky (149th). Col- 
orado will provide an avia- 
tion unit.
